Gen. Charles G. Dawes, 
the unofficial American representative 
on the first committee which examined

“To ensure the permanence of the 
new economic peace between the allied 
governments and Germany, which in- 
volyes the economic adjustments pre- 
sented by the plan, there are provided 
the counterparts of those usual eco- 
nomic precautions against demoraliza- 
tion which are recognized as essential 
in all business relations. 

“The existence of safeguards in no 
way hampers or embarrasses the case 
of ordinary business contracts. The 
thorough effectiveness of these safe- 
guards should not embarrass the nor- 
mal economic functioning of Germany 
and is of fundamental] importance to 
Germany and her creditors. 

“ Great care has been taken in fixing 
the conditions of the supervision over 
Germany's internal organization so as 
to impose a minimum of interference 
consistent with proper protection: The 
plan submitted is fair and reasonable 
in its nature, and, if aecepted, is likely 
to lead to ultimate and lasting peace.

WHO SHALL FINANCE 
CAMPAIGNS? 

Senator Borah, speaking before a church andi- 
ence in Washington, very properly assails the prac- 
tice of soliciting and.acecepting huge campaign 
contributions from persons or corporations inter- 
ested in the influen¢ing of ‘legislation or adminis- 
tration to their selfish purposés. Such contribu- 
tions unquestionably carry at least a suggestion 
of corruption, and thereby tend to reduce respect 
for the government and party in power. That is 
a Uability to the entire nation. . | 
But the senator fails to eniphasize sufficiently 
the alternatives to such practices. They are sev- 
eral, One is thes reduction of campaign ftinds to 
a minimem such as is ordinarily provided by small 
indtvidual contributors. That means no improper | 
influence of money upon the successful candidate | 
or party. But it also means inability to hire halls| 
and arrange 
quaint the voters with their policies, purposes, and 
characters. _It means inability to distribute cam- 
literature discussing the issues so that the 
intelligent voter may have the information upon 
which to make decision. It means inability to 
circulate advertisements to that same end, It 
means inability of Gandidated to travel and meét 
the citizens whose votes they seek. It means in- 
ability to hire watchers at ‘the polis, etc., to pre 
vent fraud. Altogether it ig a distinct loss to popu- 
lar democratic government, 

In such circumstances only the rich man, who 
can finance his own campaign, would be able to 
run for office. Or, otherwise, it would be nh 

to pay such high salaries as would permit the 
office holder to renew his campaign every two, 
four, or six years. Those who protest against in- 
discriminate acceptance of campaign contributions 
would do well to look at syeh alternatives, 

There is still another, and the best way out—if 
| the public is willing to adopt it. It is by the financ- 
ing of legitimate campaigns through small contrt-, 
butions from a great number of voters. That would 
serve several purposes—all good. It would give 
the contributor a more direct personal interest in 
obtaining good officials. It would promote wider 
and more accurate information concerning candi-

We have received such a disturbing 
wallop by means of a letter from 
George Fiota of Juneau, Alaska, who 
is planning to invade one of the great- 
est bear countries “ what am.” George’s 
problems in outfitting are interesting 
to every outdoors man who has gone 
explorin’ in a cance or snouldered 4 
packsack. His. outfit will represent 
the last word in compactness, durabil- 
ity, and utility. 

Penetrating the unfrequented upper 
regions of the Endicott river, which in-

TO PIGS ON PASTURE. 

HEN corn is cheap and tank-

Indiana help to answer the question. 
Experts say that the addition of tank- 
age to the corn and clover pasture ra- 
tion increased the rate of gain 40 per 
cent in the first trial and 36 per cent 
in the second trial. 

It was found that a hundred pounds 
of tankage saved twelve and a half 
bushels of corn in the first trial, and 
ten bushels in the second trial. The 
same acreage of pasture was required 


for pigs with and without tankage. 
Where tankage was fed the cost of the 
gains was less, based upon feed prices 
which prevailed during the tests. 

C. M. Vestal says that in the finish- 
ing period where both lots of pigs had 
shelled corn and tankage self fed “ free 
choice” in dry lot, more tankage was 
consumed by those which had no tank- 
age during the pasture period than 
was consumed by the others during 
both pasture and dry lot periods.
